"Many subjects teach kids how to earn a living. The 
study of humanities can go a long way in a student's dis- 
covering 'how to live' and what makes life worthwhile." 
With this statement, Mr. Jack Wann, instructor of the first 
humanities classes at JHS, began an explanation of the 
purpose of the course. 

"The humanities course deals with culture. We study 
philosophy, music, art, religion, and psychiatric studies. 
In short, we study the history of man as evidenced through 
his thoughts and works in art and literature. 

Humanities by its own nature is a very subjective 
course. We read widely, we discuss at great lengths, we 
fight tooth and nail for our various positions and ideas, and 
we write those concepts which we finally hit upon. 

The interest and enthusiasm of the first students in this 
class have been rewarding indeed. Teaching humanities is 
fulfilling and challenging; learning humanities is valuable 
and satisfying," he concluded.

"When I first mention declension or conjugation 
to first year students, their faces turn pale with 
shock; however, most of them stay for the year, de- 
cide they like Latin, sign up for the second year, 
decide they still are intrigued by the "dead language" 
and take it for a third year," commented Helen 
Frum, Latin instructor. 

First year classes study the fundamentals of gram- 
mar and vocabulary while second and third year 
students begin to translate and understand the cul- 
tural and geographical background of the people 
they are studying. Composing the foreign language 
department are French, Spanish, German, and Latin. 

"To teach a foreign language is very difficult. 
Sometimes I'll explain something to a class and look 
around and see all these blank faces and I'll think, 
'Oh, my gosh, I didn't get my point across', then I'll 
look around again and see someone who has grasped 
the idea and ask him to explain — sometimes a student 
can explain better than a teacher," remarked Ellen 
Shepherd, German teacher. 

The language lab allowed students to listen to tapes 
on pronunciation and to record their own voices for 
use in conversation of their language.

Although this department is mainly for business- 
minded students, many academic students pursued 
business courses for electives as they became aware 
of the advantages of typing and shorthand in college 
and for summer jobs. 

Looking further into the computer age, Data 
Processing became part of the business curriculum 
this year. Senior students could choose to take the 
data processing for one semester. "I was petrified 
when I saw the machine, I could just see myself 
breaking it. The instructor gave us cards on which 
we typed information, fed the card into the machine, 
and it did the rest. I really enjoyed it . . . after I got 
over the shock of the machine," stated one senior.

Auto shop, mechanical drawing, wood working, 
and metal shop combine to form the Industrial Arts 
courses of Jeffersonville High School. 

Providing exploratory contacts and information 
about a variety of drafting occupations, mechanical 
drawing is designed to teach certain skills, neatness, 
and accuracy in drafting. 

One hundred and forty one students, four of them 
girls, studied geometry, development and intersec- 
tion, and pictorial and architectural drawing to get 
a small view of the complications involved in me- 
chanical drawing. 

"We cover all the component parts of a car. The 
student learns different skills, knowledge, and at- 
titudes toward auto work," commented Mr. Morris, 
auto shop instructor. 

Students enrolled in auto shop spend one third 
of their time in the classroom on related subjects 
and the remaining two-thirds in the shop working 
on the cars. 

Lathes, drills and sanders were necessities for boys 
enrolled in metal and woodworking classes. In these 
classes keen use of the hands was required through 
the giudance and rules of the industrial arts depart- 
ment, safety was stressed throughout the program.

This was a season of many firsts for the Jefferson- 
ville Red Devils gridiron squad. 

For the first time, sparked by halfback Steve 
Porter, Jeff finished the season undefeated, with 
only two ties. 

With a record high of 57 points, and for the first 
time ranked sixth in the state, Jeff took its perfect 
record to Columbus to meet the ninth ranked Bull- 
dogs. A spectacular pass from quarterback Jim Bol- 
ton to Jerry Stephenson tied the score at 20-20. 
Stephenson then broke the tie with a kick that led 
to the Devil's most important victory. 

The next week six bus loads of fans, a record for 
an away game, followed the Red Devils to Blooming- 
ton for the most crucial game in the state. Coach 
Dick Mace of Seymour, judging from Bloomington's 
34-13 victory the previous year, predicted a repeat 
performance in the battle for the SCC crown. After 
three quarters of action, it appeared to be a 19-6 
victory for the Red Devils, but the Panthers staged 
two quick touchdowns to end the game at a 19-19 
deadlock. The tie promised the Devils at least a share 
in the SCC title and boosted Jeff to fifth in the state. 

After the Demons easily toppled Greensburg and 
Martinsville, all attention was focused on that all- 
important game with New Albany. The feeling pre- 
vailed that if the time was ever right to beat the 
Bulldogs, it was now! 

Out of 34 meetings with New Albany in the past 
50 years, Jeff had only managed to tie the game 
three times. On Friday night before the traditional 
rivalry game, the Columbus Bulldogs defeated Bloom- 
ington, giving Jeff, for the first time, the South 
Central Conference title. Excitement was at its peak 
for the Saturday night game. More than 7,000 fans 
crowded into Memorial Park to see if the jinx would 
be broken. With a tied score and only seconds to play, 
the Red Devils were a mere ten yards from scoring. 
The Devils were unable to get across the line, and 
frustrated fans witnessed a final score of 13-13 . . . 
and the rivalry continues. 

In the final game of the season, Jeff easily trounced 
Paoli, finishing the season 8-0-2, with a ranking of 
fifth in the state. 

Five Jeff gridders were named All-Conference. 
Steve Porter, Jim Bolton, Jerry Stephenson, Jim 
Croudep, and Butch Chambers were selected by 
the coaches. 

Steve Porter, senior, whom Coach Doc Bolton calls, 
"the finest halfback I have ever coached", was named 
to the Bloomington Herald Telephone, the AP and 
UPI All-State teams.

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Jeff Snatches Sectional From Rival NA 



"How sweet it is!" This comment made by coach 
Dick Barr at the regional pep session conveyed the 
feelings of the entire student body after seeing Jeff 
win the sectional, regional and go on to the semi- 
state tournament. 

In the regular season, Jeff got off to a rather ir- 
regular start. Alternating between victory and defeat, 
Jeff prepared to play host to Seymour, Lebanon and 
Evansville Reitz in the Holiday Tourney. Ranked 
fourth among the four teams and without avid fans, 
the Red Devils beat Lebanon in the first game and 
went on to meet Seymour for the final match. Sey- 
mour teams coached by former Jeff athlete Barney 
Scott, had beaten Jeff seven times in the ten games. 
In a game in which defense and determination were 
the key winning factors, Jeff romped over the Owls 
70-62 winning the tourney title. Jerry Stephenson, 
Jeff's top scorer, played his best game so far scoring 
a total of 31 points. 

The first game after the Red Devils' Holiday 
Tourney victory was the classic rivalry between Jeff 
and the New Albany Bulldogs. With New Albany's 
top scorer Dennis Morrison and Jeff's Alan Cundiff 
apparently out of the game with the flu, the game 
began to take shape with more than usual tension. In 
spite of the efforts of the student body to revive 
school spirit, the Devils fell to New Albany 79-75. 
The highest scorer in the game was Jeffs "Lulu" 
Stephenson who scored 32 points. 

With four minutes to play in the Jeff-Shelbyville 
game, Jeff appeared to have a wide enough margin 
to carry the game, but the Golden Bears rallied to the 
game and beat Jeff in an overtime. 

With the accurate shooting of 6'2" Lulu Stephen- 
son, Jeff beat Scottsburg, and began to shape up for 



its usual late season winning streak. Finishing up the 
season, Jeff downed Martinsville, Muncie South, 
Bloomington, Bedford, Rushville and Paoli. In the 
final game of the season, Columbus, ranked fifth in 
the state, spoiled Jeff's winning streak. 

In the sectional that Jeff would host, the Red 
Devils played a very exciting game with the Clarks- 
ville Generals who had beaten Jeff in an overtime 
in the regular season. Alan Cundiff fouled out after 
scoring 17 points, and Jeff struggled to beat the Gen- 
erals by three points and prepared to face again the 
New Albany Bulldogs for the championship. Trailing 
for most of the first half, Jeff appeared to be de- 
feated, but all of Jeff's starting five, Jim Carlberg, 
Alan Cundiff, Steve Porter, Lulu Stephenson, and 
Bob Watkins rallied to win the game. The Jeff fans, 
wild with enthusiasm, watched the Jeffersonville Red 
Devils, each in turn, cut the ropes of the basket. 

Confident, Jeff traveled to Huntingburg for the 
regional tournament. Jeff easily trounced Paoli and 
met Holland, a tough team from a small school. Alan 
Cundiff played his best game of the season scoring 
26 points and Jeff captured its first regional crown 
in ten years. 

With the backing of the entire community, Jeff 
and 6,000 fans journeyed to Evansville to see one of 
the most exciting games ever played by Jeff. The 
big disappointment came when Alan Cundiff fouled 
out after playing a remarkable game. He was re- 
placed by Jerry Smith. Promising sophomore Bob 
Watkins scored 10 points and late season starter Jim 
Carlberg scored six. Jeff lost the game to the Vin- 
cennes Alices, but fans left convinced that "Jeff was 
great in '68!"

On January 1, 1968, the Jeffersonville City Schools 
Corporation became the Jeffersonville Utica Com- 
munity Schools. Presently, the administration is work- 
ing on a holding corporation for a new Northaven 
Elementary building, and a new senior high school is 
hopefully scheduled for completion by 1971. 

The new high school is estimated to cost $7 million. 
It is to be located on a 65 acre site off Allison Lane. 

The administration, which has remained the same, 
meets the second Wednesday of every month at 7:30 
p.m. in the Administrative Building on Seventh 
Street. 

One of the most important duties of a school board 
member is to establish "policy statements" in order 
to execute the philosophy of the board in terms of 
educational need. It is also the duty of the adminis- 
tration to carry out this philosophy for the best 
interests of boys and girls. 

The Jeffersonville Utica Community School System, 
as an employer, is the third largest employer in the 
city of Jeffersonville and the fifth largest employer 
in Clark County.
